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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS, 


The appropriations made fof payrhent of contractor, froth 
April 1, 1879, to March 81, 1881, weré sixty thousand dollara. 
This was the full amount estimated aś necessary, but owing to 
the large increase of convicts there will bé a deticiency of over 
fifteen thousand dollars, tor the payment of which some provi- 
sion should be made as soon as practicable. The increase of 
convicts from Nov. 1, 1878, to Nov. 1, 1880, has been over fifty 
per cent, a much larger increase both i in number and per cent 
than ever before. P 

The appropriation of three thousand dollars for the comple- 
tion of the walls and tower was expended as directed. The 
coping was placed on the remaining walls, and two towers built. 
For providing a better supply of water twelve hundred dollars 
was appropriated, and expended in constructing a large well, 
reservoir, and windmill. The total cost of the same, including 
pipes from the resérvoir to the buildings, was two thousand seven 
hundred and fifty-six dollars and twenty-three cents, of which 
the State paid the amount appropriated, twelve hundred dollars, 
and W. H. B. Stout, contractor, the balance, fifteen hundred and 
fifty-six dollars and twenty-three cents, the payment of which is 
hereby recommended. | 

Under the provisions of section one of an act of the Legisla- 
lature, approved Feb. 26, 1879, extending the present contract

for the term of six years, the contractor was to complete eighty . 


new cells on or before March 1, 1880. Said cells were completed 
and accepted as provided for in said act, 

Before tlte construction of the above mentioned cells, and at 
the request of the Warden, the Board ordered the removal of 
two cells from the east end of the cell house to the west end of 
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same, for which we agreed to recommend the payment of three 
hundred dollars. This change was necessary in order to give 
sufficient room for front stairway to reach upper tier of cells. 

The Board have made frequent visits to thts institution, and 
have always found the convicts well fed and clothed. 

The accompanying report of the Warden contains many recom- 
mendations for necessary changes and improvements, as well as 
a full and exhaustive history of the transactions of the last two | 
years, all of which is respectfully submitted with the recommen- 
dation that they be favorably considered. . 


OFFICIAL CHANGES. 


On the 30th day of August, 1880, H. C. Dawson resigned his 
position as Warden, and C. J. Nobes, Deputy, was promoted to 
fill vacancy. `

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WARDEN’S REPORT. 


To.the Honorable, Board of Public Lands. and Buildings: 
GENTLEMEN: Pursuant to. the requirements of the law, l 
have the honor to. present the. biennial report of the Nebraska, 
State Prison, covering the time between the 1st day of Decem- 
ber, 1878, and the 30th day of November, 1880, inclusive. You 
are respectfully referred to the herewith appended register of 
convicts in prison, register of convicts discharged from Dee. ist, 
1878, to Nov. 30th, 1880, and a series of tabular statements, 

which particularly concern the inmates of this prison.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


Since my predecessors last biennial report, several much needed, 
improvements have been made, amongst others the copings 
of the wall around the prison have all been laid, the two unfin- 
ished towers on the wall have been completed, and eighty addi- 
tional cells have been finished, which gives us one hundred and 
sixty cells, with a capacity of three hundred and twenty. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


There are many wants that should be supplied, for which 1 
ask your honorable body's earliest convenient consideration. 

The plastering in the front building needs repairing in a good 
many places. | 

The plastering of the entire buildiug, containing the chapel 
and guard room,4s in a very delapidated condition, caused by 
leaks in the roof in the upper—and by water running through 
from, water-closet and bath-room in the lower story. I recom- 
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mend that the ceilings of the entire building and parts of the 
inside walls be replastered. 

The prison library is in a very poor condition. We have not 
books enough, and what we have to a great extent need rebind- 
ing. A short time ago we received one hundred volumes (com- 
plete) of different magazines donated to the prison by Rev. W. 
D. A. Matthewson, Superintendent of Prison Department, Onar- - 
ga, Illinois. ` I would recommend that the books that:need re: 
binding be rebound,*and. that the one hundred volumes of 
magazines (which are in paper cover) be bound, and that an ad- 
dition of at least five hundred volumes of new and useful books. 
be issued to the prison library. 

It is a lamentable fact that we have no proper facilities. for 
putting out fires— most people believe buildings of this kind to 
be fire preof, but such is not the case; there is woodwork enough 
in these buildings, in case a fire breaks out, to consume every- 
thing except the walls. I deem it very urgent that something 
be done towards forwarding this much desired object,- and 
would recommend that an artesian well be sunk: such well 
would sevre a double purpose—it would add to the deficient water 
supply of the prison, and could be made a sufficient protection: 
in case of fire to the prison buildings. l 

As a question of economy, if nothing more, some kind of pró- 
tection against fire should be adopted at an early day. The 
money expended in sinking an artesian well would be a mere 
trifle in ‘comparison to what the loss would be in case a fire 
broke out; and I would here call your honorable body’s atten- 
tion to the fact that we are in imminent danger of a conflagra- ` 
tion, similar to the one which occurred on last thanksgiving day 


“in the penitentiary at Allegheny City, Pennsylvania, where not- 


withstanding the fact that twenty engines played their streams 
on the portion of the building on fire they suffered a loss of sixty- 
eight cells. 

While speaking of the danger of fire that threatens this in- 
stitution, I would here state that the same could be lessened to 
a great extent by introducing gas, instead of the now used kero- 
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gene oil lamps, all over the prison. You can readily conceive the. 
danger we are every night exposed to, where so many kerosena. 
oil lamps, that are apt to explode at any moment, are used, in 80: 
many different apartments. The introduction of gas would of . 
course involve some expense, büt nothing in comparison to the 
loss by a fire. I recommend the use of gas all over the prison. 

I recommend that cisterns bé built inside the walls, and con-. 
nected with the boiler room, in order to utilize all the rain water 
possible to be gathered from the roofs, for use in boilers: the use 
of rain water would lengthen the time of uséfulness of the 
boilers, and save a large amount of cost for repairing-same, as 
the hard alkali water now used is very detrimeutal to the boiler 
iron; it would also add to the inadequate water supply of tho: ` 
prison. l 

I would also recommend the building of a hospital inside the 
walls. Itis an urgent necessity that a place be provided for the 
sick. At present we have no place fit to dispose of our sick; the 
place now used is a dark, cold room in the west end of the chapel, 
and anything but a fit place to put a sick human being into. 

I earnestly call your honorable body's attention to this fact, 
and refer you for additional proof of the urgent necessity of a 
hospital to the report of the prison physician. 

I would also recommend the building of a solitary: the neces- 
sity of such a place is very pressing, as we have prisoners here 

sentenced to solitary confinement and no place to administer such 
punishment; neither have we a place to punish refractory and 
troublesome prisoners. I earnestly call your attentión to these 
requirements, at your earliest convenience possible. 

I would also recommend double iron bedsteads for each cell, 
in place of the wooden ones now in use. It is utterly impossible, 
notwithstanding the unremitting efforts to exterminate the ver- 
min, to keep the wooden bedsteads clean. 

I would also recommend switch locks for the cells; the present 
system of locking in and unlocking prisoners one at a time is a 
hazardous one to the keeper, and especially so to the night guard. 
Under.the present system they are exposed to the danger of be- 
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ing attacked, either. by those prisoners unlocked or by those nof, 
locked in, and the keys being taken from them, thus enabling 
the prisoners to unlock every man, in the cell-house, and in thig, 
way succeed in making a break, 

We also frequently find partly made keys, and as there is only 
one lock to each door, one prisoner, after having successfully fins 
ished one key could unlock 160 men. By applying the above 
recommended switch-lock such danger would be avoided. 

There is no law providing for the removal of insane convicts 
from the state prison to the state lunatic hospital. I would 
recommend that a law be passed authorizing and enabling your 
honorable body or the warden of the penitentiary to send a pris- 
oner who has been duly examined by competent physieians, and 
by them declared insane, to the state hospital for the insane. It 
is very essential that the statute be so amended, as recent expe- 
rience has taught us, in a ease where an insane prisoner was kept. 
confined in his cell for over one year, on account of our inability 
to dispose of him otherwise. If such a law be passed I would 
recommend that the physician of the penitentiary and the super- 
intendent of the hospital for the insane constitute a commission 
for the examination of convicts supposed to be insane. ` ` 

In the foregoing, I alluded to the inadequate water supply of 
the prison. I cannot but again call your honorable body's atten- 
tion to this very important fact, The supply is so limited that 
the want is apparent every day; the reservoir on top of the hill, 
south of the prison, which is thirty feet square by six feet deep, 
at this time"of the year has only one and one-half to two feet of 
water in it, on account of no wind to move the windmill which 
pumps the water into the reservoir. What we need and ought 
to have is a supply of water independent of everything. 

In a place like this a great deal of water is used, as everybody 
must know, and-the supply ought to be abundant and secured at 
any cost. 

1 see by the California (San Quentin) prison report that that 
institution expended in the past two years $24,000, or $1,000 per 
month, for water alone; they also have been sinking an artesian

well to supply the prison with water. I reeommend that an ar- 
tesian well be sunk somewhere about the premises, if for no other 
purpose than supplying the prison with water for use and sewage. 

Our sewage ig in a very poor condition and very often stopped 
up, on account of insufficient water to carry off the excrements, 
thus creating a very unpleasant and unhealthy stench about the 
premises. For additional proof that the present system of drain- 
age is insufficient, I refer you to the report of the prison physi- 
Gan, 

I would also recommend that the guards and keepers of this 
institution be provided, with two suits of uniform clothes, each 
year, by the state, in order to distinguish them from the foremen 
and other citizens employed in the prison. Prisons of other 
states furnish their guards and keepers with two suits of uniform 
each year, and also pay them larger salaries than are paid here.. 

In September last I commenced having taken the photographs 
of prisoners in prison, as also had those of new arrivals taken as 
they came. One picture is taken as they appear on arrival, and 
another after having been shaved. I deem it necessary as a 
measure of safety in cases of escapes. The photographer, Mr. 
Wheat, at Lincoln, Neb., keeps the negatives, aud can, in case a 
prisoner should escape, deliver the photograph at very short no- 
tice. I now have the picture of every prisoner in prison. I 
recommend that his bill be paid. 

I also recommend that the deficiency in the appropriation up 
to and including March 81st, 1881, incurred as follows:

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I would also recommend that appropriation be made for tha

I have deferred from making estimates on most of the forego- 
ing recommendations, believing your honorable body more qual- 
ified to do so, but I earnestly call your attention to all of them,, 
and, if you approve of the expenditures, solicit your co-operation 
in having an appropriation bill passed to cover all, at an early. 
date. ' 


DISCIPLINE. 


Diseipline is one of the most important as well as the most 
difficult duties of the office which I have the honor to hold. 
Nearly three hundred persons, supposed to be the worst charac- 
ters of our state, are here gathered, varying in age, temperament, 
edueation, in nativity, and in moral and mental capabilities; also 
in the circumstances and influences wherewith their lives have 
been surrounded, in the degrees of crimes they have committed, 
and in duration of punishment imposed upon them by the courts. 
Some are imprisoned for murder, others for rape and highway 
robbery, crimes which fearfully shock the moral sense of society; 
others are here for burglary, horse stealing, and crimes of lower 
grades which barely bring them within the range of penitentiary 
punishment. Some few of them are of the most abandoned, 
hardened, and morally hopeless character, serving beyond their 
first sentence, while others are mere accidental evil-doers. Most 
people would naturally suppose that those convicts convicted of 
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the higher order of crimes would be the most troublesome, but 
such is not the ease. Excepting in very few instances I have 
found, during iny long experience in prison management, that it 
is the thieving element which causes the most trouble. A man 
who commits murder in the heat of passion may be, and in most 
cases is, a more hopeful and better man than he: who has been 
sent here for a crime of the lower order. Remembering all these 
‘circumstances, and also that prison punishment varies only in 
duration, not in quality, it is readily seen how difficult is this 
problem of prison discipline. It has been my aim while deputy 
warden, and will be during my wardenship, to keep constantly 
in view the ultimate reformation of the convicts, if such be pos- 
sible. I have aimed to secure good order and willing acquies- 
cence to the necessary rules of the prison, as also to inspire all 
with a hope-of réspectability after their term of sentence expires. 

They are shown that the relation of warden to them is not one 
: of choice but of duty to society, the state, and to themselves; that 
whatever exactions are required of them, or discipline enforced 
against them, is.not an exhibition of his power but of duty. 
Authority is never exercised for the purpose of showing its ex- 
istence-and possession but for the. purpose of reformation and 
discipline only. The convict should*he protected in all his rights 
as a convict, but it should never be forgotten for one moment 
that he has forfeited every other right, and he should never be 
‘permitted to forget those things. Kindness but firmness, intel- 
ligent patience and inflexible impartiality are the qualities where- 
with I am to execute my important trust. 

As.a consequence the convicts under my charge become, with 
very few exceptions, dutiful and. obedient. Refractory and 
troublesome prisoners are now very few, and severe punishment 
thereby prevented, for the few cases where punishment is ren- 
dered necessary the mildest forms known to prison discipline are 
found to be effectual. ¡The carrying of the ball and chain (in 
exceptional cases), a few days in the dark cell, or the withdrawal 
of some privilege are now among the most severe punishments 
of this prison. 


~~ 
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We should not strain after original systems or violent reme- 
dies for the management of criminals or the repression of crime, 
but we should keep up with the spirit of the age, and thereby 
show ourselves as capable and kind in these matters as any other 
people. The universal good conduct of the prisoners I attribute 
in part to the kind and humane control as well as to the effects 
of the good time law. Most of the prisoners are making their 
good time, and this feature in prison discipline should be main- 
tained, as it is an important factor in prison discipline. It gives 
hope to those who have long sentences, and gives promise of 
early release to those who behave themselves with proper de- 
portment. In conclusion of this subject I would say that as re- 
gards voluntary obedience and kind treatment of convicts by 


. officers in charge, I feel warranted in placing the Nebraska pen- 


itentiary with any other institution of the kind in the United 
States. 


HEALTH OF CÓNVICTS. 


I am glad to report the general good bealtb of the prisoners 
during the past two years. I cannot but think our death-rate 
remarkably low, only three cases occurring, of which ‘one was 
accidental. The number of patients at any time has been unu- 
sually small.’ While there has been less sickness than could 
reasonably be expected, I must attribute it in part to the regular 
habits, daily exercise, cleanliness of the institution, and other 
hygienic measures which have added much to the health and 
comfort of its inmates. 

For particulars I-beg to refer to the report of the prison physi- 
‘cian, herewith appended. 


FARE OF CONVICTS. 


Table XVIII, herewith appended, shows the regular bill of fare 


of the eonviet kitchen, subject to such changes and additions as 
we are able to make during the vegetable season; also an extra 
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dinner, comprising turkey, chicken, pie, fruit, and vegetables, ig ` 
furnished in recognition of the following days: "Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and July Fourth, in addition to the regular fare. 

The meals are taken by the convicts as they come in from 
work, to their cells, which are supplied with salt, vinegar, and 
‘pepper; each one is allowed to take all thé bread he wants, prò- 
vided he does not waste it. 
^ The prison diet is plain and nutritious, and varied as a proper 
economy and the health of the prisoners will permit. It is abun: 
dant in quantity, well cooked, and each prisoner allowed a full 
share. Extra meals are furnished whenever it is so ordered by 
the prison physician. 


PHYSICIAN. 


On April 30th, 1879,:Dr. J. G. Davis, the then prison physi- 
“cian, resigned, and on May ist, 1879, the present incumbent, Dr. 
J. O. Carter, was appointed to fill the vacancy. Dr. Carter has 
been the physician of the prison previous to his last appointment, 
and his re-appointment should be sufficient evidence of his skill- 
fulness. The general good health of the prisoners may be, in a 
large degree, attributed to his strict attentions given to matters 
pertaining to the medical department of this prison. ` 


‘CHAPLAIN. 


The religious department has been under the charge of Rev. 
C. C. Harris, who has faithfully performed the duties devolving 
upon him. He has spared no pains to enlighten the prisoners, 
and has been unceasing in his entreatments to them to reform 
and live better lives after their discharge from prison.

GENERAL REMARES. 


Much is doing everywhere for the benefit of the unfortunate. 
Systems for punishment for crimes are now engaging the atten- 
tion of civilized nations throughout the world. Prison con 
gresses, national and international, attest the importance of this 
subject. 

These efforts have assumed the characteristics of an enlight- 
ened philanthropy, which must demand the admiration of all. 
And certainly it will be a great improvement if by these 
means any considerable number of convicts are reformed and re- 
stored to society; and it would be a still greater gain if, by any 
means, discharged convicts could be prevented from again re- 

turning to crime. 

Public sentiment everywhere seems to be awakened on this 
subject, and it is. manifest that this cause occupies the popular 
minds, and commands its respect, and its substantial assistance. 

Some one, in writing on the subject of discharged convicts, 
asks this question: “What becomes of the discharged convicts?” 
and then goes on to say, “That depends as much upon how they 
are treated out of prison as in prison. What are discipline, and 
teaching, and reformation, unless society sustains the efforts? 
Has not the missing link between prison and society yet been 
found? Cannot society afford to try the discharged convict once 
more, although it may not be willing, aecording to the maxim of 
the bible, to forgive him seventy times seven?” 

I hold that no man should be considered wholly and entirely 
bad, even though he be a convict, and that it must be remem- 
bered that.every man has within him a germ of goodness which 
is capable of illimitable expansion. e 

It is only too true that prisoners come out of one prison and 
enter another, because society had closed it doors against them; 
they were bolted out from all homes, from workshops, from 
marts of business—in fact, bolted out from everywhere. 
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: Therefore, what is respectable society to discharged convicts ? 

The question may be asked: Is there no exception to this? I 
will say; yes, 

Kindness oftentimes may be scarce toward the discharged con- 
victs, but it is not dead: there are many who are not afraid. to 
take them by the hand and treat them well. 

"There are those who make it a point to recognize them, 
wherever they meet them, and especially to succor them when 
they come for aid and. counsel, the effects of which can be seen 
any day by pointing to discharged convicts who are now filling 
good situations, to the entire.satisfaction of their ES both 
in the city and in the country. | . 

In my many years experience with this class of men, one of 
the strongest facts that I can state is, that in every city and town 
in this state that has sent convicts to our state prison there may 
be found one or more that have been assisted after their dis- 

charge from prison, who are now living reformed lives; and this 

is equally true of other cities and towns in most every state in 
the Union. Many take a pride in showing their own restoration 
to a better life, and to prove that the bitter adage “Once a crim- 
inal always a criminal” is false. , 

That many after all are worthless and lost, is just as true of 
other classes. l 

For the reformation of this class of men, we need the assist- 
añce of every man in Nebraska. We need places for them to 
work, on the farms or in the city, in factories and workshops, or 
wherever they can be made useful, that they may be enabled to 
earn an honest dollar, thereby strengthening them in good reso- 
lutions and self respect, which is sure to follow from honest and 
steady employment. i 

I deem it not out of place to say, that some of these men who 
have been assisted after their discharge have failed to keep their 
‘promises of living true and worthy lives. As soon as this por- 
tion of them came in contact with the vices and habits of.former 
life, they were almost sure to fall. They seem utterly beyond 


the power of human control for good. 
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When a person old or young feels convinced that he or she is 
an outcast from society, and that there is no hope of ever regain- 
ing the good opinion and esteem of their fellow citizens, it seems 
as though they were irrevocably lost to a virtuous and honest 
life. 

In order to save this class, we should show our acts of kindness 
and sympathy after their discharge from prison, see to it that 
they are clothed and fed, furnished with tools to work with, and, 
above all, that they have some employment whereby they can 
earn an honest living, and not be driven into stealing again from 
necessity. (007 

Were I asked to suggest a plan whereby the condition of those 
discharged conviets who are willing to work and earn an honest 
living after their discharge from prison could be improved, and 
the danger of them again returning to crime averted, I would 
say, let a board be organized and incorporated under the general 


laws of the State, having for its object the amelioration of the - 


conditions of that class of discharged convicts. 

I respectfully invite your honorable body to give this subject 
more than a mere passing notice, as also to suggest some feasible 
plan whereby the object in view could be consummated. ` `

charged since the foundation of this institution, in 1869; also 
the number of prisoners on hand November 30, 1880.

E call especial attention to these three classes, and beg to suggest 
that their punishment is not sufficiently severe to deter the regu- 
lar professional from engaging in his calling. This might be 
remedied by proper legislatiou. 

Table XV gives the nativity of prisoners. 

Table XVI gives the former occupation of the prisoners, It 
appears from this table that an exceedingly undue proportion 
of farmers have been so- unfortunate as to. commit crimes, the 
number being set down at fifty-eight. It would be safe to esti- 
mate that not one-fourth of that number ever earned a living by 
farming, hence they are convicts: 

Table XVII gives the religious aspect of the prisoners, which 
is not very flattering. It will be seen that out of the one hun- 
dred.and ninety-six prisoners tow in prison, one hundred. and 
eleven belong to-no church. 
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' Table XVIII gives the regular bill of fare of prison.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


To CnanLEs J. Noses, Esq., Warden of the State Penitentiary, 
Nebraska: 

I herewith present my report as “Chaplath. As ‘a matter of 
fact, I have, however, but little to report; for, by reason of 'hav- 
ing my residenee in the city, my work at the Prison is not alto- 
gether what I could wish. 

During the past two years, I have held religious services in 
the chapel regularly. For the most part, I think the convicts 
attend these services willingly. At any rate, they are quiet and 
attentive, and often appear thoroughly interested. In my pri- 
vate and personal intercourse with them, I have always found 
them respectful, and ready at least to listen to. my advice and en- 
couragement to make the best of their situation and to observe 
all the rules and regulations of their prison life. 

I am aware that the offices which a chaplain is appointed to 
render i in our penal institutions are not usually held i in very high 
esteem. There may be a cause for this. The position is often 
sought for mere pay, and little effort is made to fill it, as it should: 
be, with efficieney and zeal. But a chaplain who has. at heart 
the good of the eonviets, and of the institution in whieh he 
serves, has ample opportunity for some effective work.’ Because 
he has nothing to do with he: enforcement of discipline, he can 
advise them and encourage them to obedience and faithfulness. 
When they have served their time ‘and are discharged, he can 
look after them as long as they remain in the vicinity, and assist 
them, if necessary, in finding employment. I havé always èn- 
deavored to do this—with what success I am unable to say. 

I am still of the opinion, as I stated: in my last report, that: 
some provision should be-made for the instruction of the younger 
éonviets. Many of them are anxious to study; and were the 
means of-instruction furnished -by the «state, they would do'so;: ~ 
It seems to me that the public interest, as well as the interests

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of the convicts themselves, requires this.. Ignorance fosters vice 
and.erime. If, during their imprisonment, men have improved. 
their minds and have grown wiser and more intelligent, at their 
discharge the chances are that they will have a greater degree of 
self-respect and self-control ; and they will certainly be in a bet, 
ter position to gain an honest living. A discharged convict is in 
a bad way, to say the least. He cannot but feel his disgrace. 
He is everywhere looked upon with suspicion. Scarcely ever. 
trusted, it is difficult for him to find employment of any kind. 
Unless he is surrounded ‘by strong moral restraints—and more 
than all, unless he has been encouraged to practice the ordinary 
honesties of life, through the proper development of his faculties 
and by having, learned some useful trade—it is quite likely that. 
he will return once more to his old evil courses. What is needed. 
at the Prison is a resident chaplain, who shall fill the office both. 
of clergyman and teacher. .Forthe good of society at large, it, 
is to be hoped that such a result will be reached. bebe many 
years. 

In closing, I have only to bear witness to the uniform courtesy. 
of all the officers of the institution, and to the assistance they 
have always rendered me in discharging the proper duties of my 


office.

Hon. C. J. N oppg, Warden State Penitentiary, Lincoln, Nebraska.; 
Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit my report of the sick 
and wounded of the Nebraska State Penitentiary, for the years 
1879 and 1880. : 
I have but a small amount of material upon which to base the 
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same, there having been but a little sickness occurring. It will 
be noticed that there have been butthree deaths during the years: 
1879 and 1880, viz.: Sandford Patrick was killed Nov. 28, 1879, 
by sliding of a clay bank.- Peter Aulbum, an -aged man, died 
April 18th; 1880, of paralysis ; and A. F. W. Marbach died Oct. 
31, 1870, of cancer of stomach. 

- The small amount of sickness and. death is in no small degree 
due resident officers of the Prison, who have been very rigid in 
observing the rules of hygiene. The food is of good quality, 
well cooked, and every prisoner is allowed a bountiful share. 

' A better system of drainage cannot be too strongly urged 
upon our law makers and those who have the. control of the 
prison. A good hospital is very much needed for the comfort of 
the sick. . 

: In conclusion, I wish to return my sincere thanks to yourself: 
and the other officers of the prison, for the kindness, aid, and 
eourtesy at many and various times extended toward myself.
